PREFACE 

A genealogist must also be a historian in trying to understand 
the actiona of the people in his study. This genealogy iB structured 
around the Ewell's in America (the compiler's paternal line). Some 
of the possible spellings that this name may have been given in the 
past included: Ewell, Ewill, Exell, Ewalt, Ewil, yeule, Youell, 

^ u ^ll®» Youl, Yowell, Yowill. While a few people with these names 
are included that are known to be related to the Ewell family, others 
that have not been proven to be related have not been included. Look 
both in the appendix and in the Miscellaneous Ewell section for 
branches of the Ewell family with several generations that cannot be 
tied to the three known immigrant ancestors. 

A compilation of this size cannot be accomplished by one person, 
for many areas must be covered. Libraries, County, State' and Federal 
Records must all be searched; family members must be interviewed. 

Many people have given of their time (and money) to make this book 
possible.

This book is not to be construed as a bible of the Ewell 
family. Some dates, name spellings and some facts are given that 
will be found to be incorrect. The data that is in the book is what 
was supplied, in many cases by family members who stated that this 
was all they had and, therefore, it was all that could be used. We 
want you, the reader, to use this as a stepping stone in your own 
research. 

There are still many puzzles to be worked out; hopefully, this 
book will provide a start for people who will do future work on the 
Ewell family. Perhaps a corrected and revised edition to this book 
can be printed in a few years. 

The first known Ewell to land in America was Henry Ewell from 
County Kent, England. He landed at Scituate (Massachusetts) in 1634, 
part of the Pilgrim group that formed the Plymouth Colony. Henry 
settled in the town of Scituate, there he married Sarah Annable and 
fathered eleven children. 
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The next Ewell to arrive in America was Jamea, also from County 
Kent, England. From the will of Edward Ewell of Thanet, Kent, 

England, there lb mention of money left to the descendants of a James 
Ewell of Accomack Co., VA. At thxs point there is a lot of 
discussion. 

One of the main sources of information about the Virginia Ewells 
has been the book on "Virginia Genealogies" by the Rev. Richard 
Hayden. Hayden obtained much of his information about the older 
family from the grandson of Charles Ewell of Lancaster Co. , VA. 

Cnarles was given this information by his father, Bertrand, about 
the arrival of the brothers from England. According to this version, 
three sons of Charles Ewell of London, England; Charles being the 
oldest, along with his brothers, James ana Solomon, arrived in 
Virginia about 1690, with the contract from the King to build the new 
capital for Virginia at Williamsburg. 

At the conclusion of the contract, Charles settled in Lancaster, 
while James and Solomon retired to the eastern shore because of 
Indian troubles. 

Hayden says nothing more was known at that time of those two 
brothers. The eastern shore could be taken to be either the Counties 
of Accomack and Northumberland of Virginia or of Counties in 
Maryland. 

There is a James Ewell referenced in the land records of Accomack 
Co., VA as early as 1668. In these records he is referred to as a 
brickmaker and had nine children. The compiler is a direct 
descendant of Charles, referred to as the brick-layer, who generated 
a large string of descendants. 

A third group of Ewells in America are descended from Maxcey 
Ewell. It is presently believed that he or his father may have been 
an immigrant from Great Britain or Scotland. Maxcey is believed to 
have been born in Virginia around 1743, although we have no proven 
information as to his ancestry. 

He married Ann Mullins in 1769 and had eleven children, including 
Pleasant Ewell. Pleasant Ewell was a member of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter Day Saints (LDS). Using records available at the 
LDS Family History Libraries as well as the Virginia Archives, no 
tie-in has yet been found to Maxcey 's parents. 

Another group of Ewells was established in North Carolina and 
South Carolina. Some of these people believe that they are descended 
from four Ewell (spelled Yuille) brothers who immigrated from 
Scotland. Others of this group now feel they are part of the 
Virginia Ewell's. Both groups may be right. 

While a positive tie-in between the Henry Ewell group and other 
Ewells is not available at this time, it is possible that one will be 
found in the near future as all of these Ewells came from the same 
county in England in the same time frame. At this time it is 
believed that Henry may have been a nephew of the Rev. Robert Ewell. 

More on the problems of determining the overseas origin of some 
of the Ewells will be discussed in the appendix. 

In the section on wills , some of the wills have extra spaces 
between words. These represent the present inability to make out the 
handwriting of the will. The spaces were left to be filled in later 
which nerver came prior to decision to publish. 
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HOW TO USE THIS BOOK 


TO FIND YOUR FAMILY LINE 

The general information about the genealogy and history of the 
Ewells, and allied families, follows the rather standard practice of 
following the male family lines from the oldest known to the most 
recent members of the family. At least one generation is given, 
where known, for the female members of the line. 

The book is arranged by generations. It starts with the 
earliest known immigrant and then gives his family. Then the 
following generations are shown, down to the latest known family. 

The numbering system used is based on that established by the 
New England Historical and Genealogical Society. Letters 
corresponding to the first initial of the given name of the immigrant 
ancestor is used before the number to establish the progression from 
the immigrant to the children. As an aid to writing this book and to 
make new additions to the book easier to compile, blocks of numbers 
were assigned to each generation. This was to leave a small set of 
numbers available for use, if more family data was located for a 
particluar generation. Therefore, there will be a gap in number 
sequence between one generation and the following generation. 

£ for Ewells of England. 

H for descendants of Henry Ewell, 

J for descendants of James Ewell, 

C for descendants of Charles Ewell. 

for descendants of Maxcey Ewell. 

NC for descendants of the Carolina Ewells. 

EC for descendants of Hardy Ewell. 

X for descendants of Ewells, where we are unsure as to which 
immigrant ancestor they belong. 

The Allied Families section presents either descendants 
(children) or ascendants (father, grandfather, etc.) of the 
spouse of a Ewell. In certain cases where families of special 
significance married into the Ewell families, some of their 
ancestors may also be shown. This section could have been 
greatly expanded but because of the unavail- ability of the 
peoples addresses and because of the increased costs of such 
additions, they were not included. They are available both at 
the home of the compiler and within the Ewell Family Historical 
and Genealogical society. 

The designation of these families was made using two or more 
letters from the family surname followed by a number. 

In the Appendix an attempt has been made to give the main areas 
into which the descendants of the immigrant ancestors have 
moved to and are now living. This geographical information 
should be some guide as to which immigrant ancestor you 
belong. This will only be of limited assistance, as today, 
people seem to be constantly on the move. 
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If you do not know to which group the person you are searching 
for belongs, go to the Surname Index. ThiB index has every name 
in the book referenced to the page(9) on which it occurs. 

Because certain errors were noted and corrected after the 
Surname Index was completed, the referenced pages for the Maxcey 
section may be off oOne or two pages, When looking for a 
reference, please look up to two pages ahead if you can not find 
the person on the indicated page. As a further aid in finding 
the one person you are searching for, the names in the Index 
will be followed by the birth date (sometimes the death date 
when date of birth is not known). Wherever possible for women, 
both the maiden name as well as the married name(s) have been 
entered. A birth date for the person is designated as (year- ) 
the year followed by a dash. When the birth date is not known 
but the death date is, we start off with a dash followed by the 
year ( -year). 

Where space is adequate, the birth date is started by a 
beginning parenthesis as ( and a death date is followed by a 
closing parenthesis mark as ) . In cases where space did not 
permit the use of a parenthesis mark you can only go by the 
position of the dash. 

Many names in the past, as well as a few in the present time 
period, consisted of only a single given name and a surname. 

The more common given names are often difficult to distinguish. 
We have made such people easier to distinguish by also showing 
the name and identification number of the parent who provides 
traceability . 

For example: 

(C304) JAMES EWELL, s/o Hunter Newton Ewell (C211) 

In this case, James is the son of Hunter Newton Ewell who is 
head of the family designated as C211. One can thus proceed 
backward in determining ancestry as far as desirable. 

Now for a complete example of the numbering system. 

(C304 ) JAMES EWELL [67], s/o Hunter N. Ewell (C211). James was 
b. 11 Oct 1917, in Brooklyn, NY, d. unk. ; m. 24 Aug 1940 to Marie 
Levy, in Burlingame, CA. Marie is the d/o Robert Levy and Mildred 
Miller .

C402 i. Gary James, b. 1940; m. Alice ( — ).

This example shows that James has the code C304 which is to the 
left of his name and would be indented two spaces, when we find 
him as a child with his parents and siblings. The abbreviation 
(unk. ) says that the time of death is not known - he may or may 
not be dead. After James’s name is the [67) statement. The 
number 67 is the number of the reference used. These references 
are found in the Bibliography section. 
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After the word Children, ia the name EWELL in Caps. This makes 
the statement that the surname for all of the children will be 
EWELL, so the surname is not repeated after the given name of 
the children (exceptions to this rule are identified when 
used). The code C402 to the left of the first child, Gary 
James, says that he either has a family further on in the book, 
or some additional data will be presented. This data will be 
located when the C402 number is found inset 2 spaces from the 
left border of the page. You will note that the spouse that Gary 
married is Alice ( — ); the ( — ) shows that the last name of 
Alice is not known. 

Often the first name is not known and so a couple of dashes 
within a pair of parentheses is also used. The second child, 
Mary, does not have any code opposite her name, so you see all 
that is known about Mary at this location. 

To the left of Joan is the code Jol; she has a family, but she 
is a female and the surname of her children will be JONES. (Who 
knows what our new generations are doing to our traditional 
system of following names?). So her code says that she will be 
found in the Allied Families Chapter under the heading of 
Jones. You will also note that the names of all spouses are 
underlined to make them easier to locate. 

Since some of the Allied Families with the same surname, such as 
Thompson, are found associated with more than one immigrant 
Ewell, these surnames will be followed by a dash and then the 
Identifying letter of the immigrant ancestor. Thus, those 
Thompsons associated with the Maxcey Ewell people will have 
Thompson - M as the heading. For those Thompsons associated 
with the Charles Ewell family, Thompson - C will be used. 

The personal history of each individual will be given only once 
and it will be in connection with their appearance as a head of 
family, if they have a family. 

For a person that not married or if married is not known to have 
children, their personal history will be given at the place 
where their name first appears. When this history is long, a 
few exceptions have been made and they are given a standard 
family code so that this longer write-up can be found. 

Adopted children are so identified where that information is 
provided by the family involved. Additional unpublished 
information may be available from the Ewell Family Association. 
Also, there are many descendants whose lineage is currently 
unknown. If any reader has additional information or 
corrections to that contained herein, please send all 
correspondence to:

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HENRY EWELL DESCENDANTS 


At the time when the first Ewell set foot In America, in what ia now 
Massachusetts, the first boatload of colonists had been there for approximately 
14 years. 

The earliest known Ewell to land in America was young Henry Ewell from 
the town of Sandwich, county of Kent, England. 

From a search of the records of Old Church, Ewell, Surrey County, 

England, which are kept in the tower dating back to 1570, and a search made 
among the records of St. Peter's Church at Sandwich, England; it seems that 
Kent and Surrey Counties were the original home of the Ewell family in 
England. In the St. Peter's Registry are shown the children of John Ewell: 
Joshua, bp. 1611, Zecheus, 1614, John, 1617, and Sarah, 1617. Several leaves 
of the registry are missing - those which might have recorded the birth of 
Henry Ewell about 161S. * 

He reached the Plymouth Colony in 1634 aboard the "Hercules", captained 
by John Weatherby, Master. From the records, it seema that all of the 
colonists on board the ship were from the county of Kent. Henry was about 
17-19 years of age at the time, and was listed as an apprentice shoemaker or 
cordwainer as they were then called. Henry initially went to the town of 
Scituate, Mass., a town composed mostly of "Men from Kent." Later he was in 
Barnstable and then returned back to Scituate. Several years after landing, 
Henry married Sarah Annable, the eldest daughter of Anthony Annable and his 
wife Jane Monfort. Henry and Sarah had a family of eleven children. The 
records state that Henry was a serious church-going man. 


THE EMIGRANT GENERATION 

. 

(HI) HENRY EWELL (9,16,48,49,50), b.ca. 1615, in Sandwich, Kent, England, d.ca. 
1697/1678; was m. 23 Nov 1638, to Sarah Annable at Green's Harbor, HA by Mr. 
Winslow. 

Sarah, the eldest d/o Anthony Annable and Jane Monfort, had been b.ca. 

1622 in Kent, England; her will was pro. 1709. She arrived at the Colony with 
her father aboard the "Anne" in 1623. 

Henry Ewell was a soldier in the Pequot war of 1637, and was a freeman in 
1638. He moved from Scituate to Barnstable in 1640 and returned to Scituate 
before 1647. His farm was on the east aide of Walnut Tree Kill, near Amos Town 
and Shaw place, back of Northey's. The Ewell home was burnt by the Indians in I 
1676 and another was erected on the same 3pot. 

It is of interest to note that the Indiana passed over Walnut Tree Hill, 
on the north side of Judge W. Cushing's mansion, and entered Ewell 'a house 
which Btood at the turn of the road. Ewell's wife, Sarah, was alone, save for f 
an infant grandson, John Northey, sleeping in the cradle. Since the house waa 
situated beneath a high hill, she had no notice of the savages until they were 
rushing down the hill toward the house. In the moment of alarm, she fled 
toward the garrison, which was not more than sixty rods distant, and either 
through forgetfulness, or despair, or with the hope of alarming the garrison, / 
she forgot the child. She reached the garrison in safety. The savages entered 
her house, and stopping only to take the bread from the oven, they continued ofl> 
toward the garrison. After they had become closely engaged, Henry’s wife 
returned by a circuitous path to the house to learn the fate of the child. To j 
her happy surprise she found the babe still quietly sleeping in the cradle. 

She carried it safely to the garrison; a few hours later the house was burnt tejf 
the ground. 

According to Joseph E. Ewell, the "Old Oaken Bucket" premises are 
situated on Pond Street, Henry Northey, owner. It was on this site that the 
home of Henry Ewell was burned on the 19th of April 1676 (a historic date in 
Massachusetta ) by Indians during King Phillips war, and the babe left in the 
cradle was the ancestor of Samuel Woodworth. 

Henry Northey in 1678 sold the land to Edward Wanton, John Ranee and 
others of the Society of Friends for a meeting house.

The name is 
written that way in the Plymouth Colony records, showing that probably neither 
Henry nor his wife were literate, and so were unable to correct the 
misspelling. This was the case of many of the colonists of that period.

This property was occupied by Gerahom aa a hotnestaad during the 
remainder of his life and by hia aon John and his grandson, John, Jr. In his 
will, dated 10 Jan 1717, he mentioned his children.

During the war of 1812, two British men-of-war came into the unprotected 
harbor of Scituate and were about to carry away two ship loads of flour that 
were lying there and then plunder the town. The inhabitants fled, after trying 
to conceal their property or get it to a place of safety. 

Two young girls, Rebecca and Abigail Bates, were tending the nearby light 
house, where their father, Capt. Simeon Bates was the lighthouse keeper. After 
warning the inhabitants of the town, they went back to the lighthouse, and got 
a fife and drum which they knew how to play. Going over behind a sand ridge 
that concealed them from view, they marched toward the town, playing the fife 
and drum for dear life. The British forces, thinking that a body of soldiera 
was coming from Boston, hastened back to their ships and sailed away. The 
episode was called the "Victorious Army of Two." 

Undoubtedly these girls were of the family of Deborah Bates, as was the 
Hon. John L. Bates, former Governor of Massachusetts. 

John Ewell, Jr. was loyal to what he thought was right and even fought 
against England in the R.W. He served as a private in Capt. Killiam'B Company 
Col. Rufus Putnam's Regt. from 1778-1780.

About the time of the R.W., Peleg went to aea. He was taken twice by the 
British; once he was kept but two days, but the other time, at New York, for 
three months. After the war was over, he bought a farm in Linborough 
(Lyndeborough), NH. About this time, his family were all sick of fever. He 
being in no debt, betook himself to a seafaring life. He pursued this first, 
as a common sailor; but in those days, sea captains were scarce to be found and 
he came home one winter and studied navigation with one Mr. Studson, a school 
master. The next voyage he took he went as mate, and ever after as Captain; 
hence, he took the name of Captain Ewell. 

The first voyage he took after becoming Captain, was to the West Indies. 
He loaded his vessel with pineapples which at that time sold to the owner at 
good advantage. He said there was no captain that had gone there so many times 
as he. 

Once he went whaling to Davis Straits, but with little success; his 
object was whales, but the ice in the region proved a hinderance. 

When he was a boy the cords of his legs became drawn up, and he was cured 
by putting him into a warm kiln which cured his leg nearly like to the other, 
though he was always somewhat lame and turned one foot out more than the 
other. Captain Peleg died in his 84th year.

In the spring of 1803, Samuel and his brother Henry, with their few 
things and a poor old nag, struck out for the Holland Purchase in western New 
York. From their home it was about 300 miles through dense forests inhabited 
by wolf packs, panthers and poisonous snakes. The path was marked only by 
blazed trees; swamps had to be crossed. Their bill of fare was tea, poor bread 

and raw pork. They made a one night stop two miles east of what is now 

Attica. They tramped over the hills to Wyoming Valley and finally bought land 
about 11 miles SE of Batavia Village, now Middlebury, Wyoming County, NY. This 
location is shown by a granite marker placed by their descendants in 1917. 

They built a cabin, cleared 20 acres of virgin forest, planted 10 acres to 
wheat, then returned to Massachusetts. 

In 1804 they returned to make their home in Genesee County, 
and his family became members of West Middlebury Baptist Church, 
moved to Romeo, Macomb Co., Michigan in May 1836; there were nine children.

THE ENGLISH FOREFATHER 


At the time when William the Conqueror landed in England in 1066, the 
Ewell a were already settled in what ia today the county of Kent, in the area of 
Canterbury. These facte are known, since when William the Conqueror ordered 
the Doomsday book to be made for the purposes of listing all people who had 
sufficient wealth to be taxed; Ewells were listed in the book. Edward Hasted 
of Canterbury in his first edition of the Doomsday Book in four volumes, and in 
his later edition of twelve volumes, has much to say of the Ewell family. His 
first edition is dated 1778, and the second edition was printed before 1800. 

William's half brother Odo, the Bishop of France, had helped William 
overcome the forces of Harold II. As a reward for this service, the lands of 
Kent, especially those of the aristocracy, were given to Odo. The manor house 
of Sir Edward Ewell was included. 

In 1156 A.O., Henry II gave the Manor of Ewell to the Priory of Merton. 
Afterwards, the Manor of Ewell, which is on the main road from Dover to London, 
at a distance of 3 1/2 to 4 miles from Dover, was given to the Knights Templer 
who made it their English headquarters. After this, the manor was known as 
Temple Ewell, though the Ewells lost control of it. 

By the action of the Pope, at the request of King Henry II in 1185 A.D., 
it then passed to the Order of Knights Hospitallers, still called Temple 
Ewell. At the time of Henry VIII (1509 A.D.) the King seized the parish church 
of Ewell and other parts of the estate and, thereafter, we find different 
parties holding separate parts of the estate, some of these claiming the name 
Eaatwell, from the estate where there was a parish church of Eastwell. 

The town of Ewell, in the county of Surrey, is some 30 miles east of 
London. From this town developed the adjacent town of West Ewell; as well as 
Ewell Castle which is nearby. This castle having nothing to do with the family 
of Ewell, was at one time the summer home of the English Kings. When my wife 
and I visited these two towns several years ago, both the local parish priest 
as well as the head of their historical society had never heard of people with 
the surname of Ewell. A number of Ewells were born in the town of Ewell in the 
1500's. 


VIRGINIA IN THE 17TH CENTURY 


Traveling to the New World was a lengthy journey in the late 17th 
Century. The small sailing -ships available in thoBe dayB required from up to 
twelve weeks to make the journey. The ships were crowded, and people had to 
supply their own food and often their own water. With no refrigeration, food 
other than hard biscuits and salted meat would soon spoil - such a journey was 
not for the weak and timid. 

In 1607, the Virginia Company sent out from England, three sailing 
vessels loaded with people and supplies to establish a colony. They arrived in 
Virginia after a journey of three months, explored the area around Chesapeake 
Bay, and then built the town of Jamestown on a small peninsula. Because of the 
more extreme temperatures encountered in the New World, the malaria which 
abounded, and the Lack of sufficient food, more than half of the coloniata died 
before the end of the first year. 

The colonists decided to abandon plans made in England and try to make a 
new beginning more fitting to the conditions under which they lived. The early 
shelters were made of brush and dirt with a thatching of grass and leaves for 
the roof. Houses gradually became more substantial, using bricks brought from 
England prior to making their own, secure wooden frames and cleaner, warmer 
interior furnishings. 

When one now visits Virginia, one see's mostly open country with a few 
graves of trees. It is hard to imagine the verdant hardwood forest which 
covered moat of the land in the 17th century. The enterprising colonists Boon 
saw the need to build sawmills to provide the wood they needed for their 
buildings; The first James Ewell of Accomack built and operated such a saw 
mill. 

By 1652, Virginia had a population of some twenty thousand inhabitants. 
They were well able to support themselves and to send back to England products 
which were highly remunerative. About this time in England, a religious 
struggle between the Dissenters from the Church of England and the King was 
going in favor of the Dissenters, led by Oliver Cromwell. It culminated with 
the beheading of Charles I in 1649, and the establishment of the commonwealth. 

As the dissenters prevailed, the active supporters of the King were in 
danger, and quite a number fled from England to Virginia- These were the 
people of the ruling class, accustomed to wealth and its trappings. 

Seeing Virginia's economic opportunities, many of them stayed after the 
restoration of the monarchy in 1660, developing plantations of generous sire. 
The bringing in of negro slaves to supply labor made possible the further 
development of large plantations. 

Many of the Cavaliers, as the supporters of the King were called, settled 
along the shore of the Rappahannock River, an arm of the Chesapeake Bay. 

As one goes through the family records of colonial times, it becomes 
evident that many women had more than one husband and a number of men had more 
than one wife during their lifetime. Pirst cousins were often found married to 
each other. In early frontier times, women were scarce, highly prised, and 
often the mother of large families. They were subject to a high death rate 
during child-birth and from various diseases that struck the weak. When a 
man's wife died, often leaving behind young children, he tried to obtain 
another wife as soon aB possible. Or, when a woman's huBband died, she was 
highly sought after to make another marriage. 

By 1690 there were an estimated 150,000 people in Virginia, several 
thousand more coming each year. These were mostly English although there were 
Scots, Irish, French Hugenota and a few English who had previously lived in the 
West Indies, especially in Barbados. 

The earliest known Ewell in England, from whom the descendents of James 
Ewell of Accomack Island branch can claim relationship with, is an Edward Ewell 
from Thanet, Kent, who stated in his will that. "I give to the heirs of James 
Ewell, late of Annock Creek in Accomack Co., 10E to be shared equally between 
the family members"; no wife is mentioned. Thi3 Edward could be a brother, not 
necessarily the father of James.

Doris M. Stone - who is a descendant of James - feels that this James was 
not of the branch that produced the sons of the Rev. Robert Ewell and his wife, 
Margaret Harris. 

Doris feels that the three brothers out of Kent were from the Robert/ Edward 
family, but not the same as the Edward of Kent that left the money to James, - 
could be they are cousins. 

Henry Ewell, the first Ewell to land in America is believed by some 
genealogists to be a nephew of Robert's. 

Arthur F. Ewell felt from his research that Henry Ewell, the first Ewell to 
come to American, was the son of John Ewell who was a brother to the Rev. 
Robert Ewell (not proven). Arthur F. Ewell in 1902 spent several months in 
England, where he obtained the above information.

In 1686, James was accused of 
concealing a tithable, paid a fine; and several times was brought to court on 
debts for and against himself. In 1677, Anne was brought in for assaulting 
Jane Willis; James removed 18 apple treea that were being planted on property 
adjoing his.

According to records from County Kent, Robert Ewell was a resourceful 
man. He applied for and received licenses to preach, teach, and adjudicate. 

He was rector and patron of the Parish Episcopal Church of Barson, (also called 
Barston, or Barfriston) in the Deanery of Sandwich, County Kent, and Diocese of 
Canterbury. 

His monument bora his arms in stone, which were later broken off. The 
arms (or armorial) consisted of a silver shield on which was a black rook. He 
was one of the six preachers at the Canterbury Cathedral. At the cathedral, 
which was not many miles from the parish church of the manor house of Ewell, 
Robert used to preach to the Canterbury pilgrims. This labor seemed to have 
set a pattern which future Ewells would follow: i.e., as ministers, teachers, 
lawyers, etc.

Ball and his brother Solmon married Sarah's sister. Eve (Ball) Taylor. 

To make the tie-in between the families even closer, CharleB and 
Solomon's mother, Mary Ann Bertrand Ewell, married for her third marriage, the 
father of her daughters-in-law, Major James Ball. This made her the 
step-mother to her own sons. Major Ball became stepfather to his own daughters 
and the stepfather to his sons-in law. Both the Ball and Ewell families were 
big supporters of St. Mary’s White Chapel. Major Ball and Mary Ann were buried 
at White Chapel, Lancaster Co. , Virginia. 

Captain Charles Ewell, Jr., and his wife ,Sarah, were among the first to 
settle in Prince William County, in the period between 1739 and 1747. On 1,100 
acres, shortly after the revolution they built their two and one-half story 
brick Colonial Williamsburg style home, 'Bel Air', on the highest land in tne 
area, several miles north of the town of Dumfries. The brick portion was added 
above an older stone foundation built in the seventeenth century, by parties 
unknown. The upper portion of the original home had been destroyed by fire. 
This home was similar in atyie to the original Mount Vernon. It is possible 
that these bricks came from James Ewell's brick plant. It is Bald that George 
Washington stopped at 'Bel Air' for a night on his wedding trip. The 'Bel Arr' 
home measures 38 by Si feet and is 2 1/2 stories high. There are 14 rooms, and 
the walls vary in thickness from one to three feet. Its 20 foot -wide chimney 
ia believed to be the largest in Colonial America. The main floor consists of 
a large hall with walls on one side made of removable panels which lead to a 
large drawing room with a fireplace. A small sitting room is next to the 
"Washington Guest Chamber" where the future President and his bride spent a 
night of their honeymoon. On this floor there is also a library and an 
office. The basement consists of a large family room, a large eat-in kitchen, 
and a pantry which i3 suspected of having been a dungeon at one time. 

The house passed from Major Charles Ewell to hia son. Colonel Jesse 
Ewell. Jesse's daughter, Frances, married Mason Locke Weems who eventually 
purchased the house in 1823. The houae fell into disuse during the C.W. and 
was restored in 1875. It fell into diBuse during W.W. I and was purchased by 
Dr. Flory, the present owner in 1948. It has taken he and his wife some 30 
years to bring the houae to its present condition. 

Charles Ewell, Jr., also owned several thousand acres of land in the 
Northern Neck. Charles was prominent in both the secular and religious life of 
the area. He was an early member of the Dettigen Pariah in Prince William 
county, where he wa9 a vestryman and churchwarden. About 1747 he appeared on 
the vestry books with the title of Major. Charles Ewell Jr., commanded and led 
as Colonel, about 127 men, who went from Prince William County in 1756 to 
Winchester, to aid in the Indian War that followed after Braddock's defeat. 

General, then Colonel, George Washington wrote: "On the Br. May 6th 
(1756); the Prince William Detachment consistg. of 8 officer's and 121 private 
Men arriv'd here and abt. an hour or two after them came Colo. Ewel." 

Probably the untimely death of Col. Charles Ewell resulted from this 
campaign. This service entitles lineal descendants of Colonel Charles Ewell 
Jr., to membership in the Colonial patriotic societies. 

Characterized by George Washington as a "man of affairs," Charles Ewell 
organized a joint stock company in 1744 after having acquired 1,500 acres near 
his plantation 'Bel Air', and in the vicinity of Occoquan, where he planned to 
establish an iron works. 

He appears to have died suddenly and intestate ca. 1756 at the age of 43 
years, before the project could be completed. His brother-in-law and 
entrepreneur, John Ballendine, then acquired control and the Occoquan iron 
works were* in full operation by 1759- A few years later, a vigorous industrial 
life continued there under Major Bertrand Ewell.

According to British Mercantile Claims from Dumfries, Bertrand died 
insolvent and his son Ma j . Charles refused to pay the claims on him as well as 
for Charles's brother ThomaB W. Ewell.

Dr. Jamea Craik, b. in Scotland in 1730, came to Virginia in 1750? waa 
commr s s ionad Surgeon in Col. Fry ‘a VA. Regiment, 7 Mar 1754, which regiment 
Washington commanded after Col. Fry’s death. Dr. Craik served in the 
Provisional Army during the French and Indian Wara; was at Braddock’s defeat, 
and dreased the wounds of that General after the battle. In 1770 he 
accompanied Washington to the Ohio, and there it waa that he learned of the 
Indian prophecy concerning Washington, told by Custia. He settled later at 
Port Tobacco, MD, but was persuaded by Washington to move to Alexandria. In 
1777 he was appointed Ass’t Director General in the Hospital Dep’t of the 
Army. He served through the war, and rec’d from VA, 6000 acres of land for his 
services, on March 12, 1832. Dr. Craik d. in Fairfax Co., VA on 7 Kar 1754. 

He is best remembered and honored by Americana for hiB intimate relations 
with General Washington, especially as his physician in Washington’s last 
moments . 

Dr. Craik's and Mariamne Ewell's daughter Nancy, married the Hon. Richard 
Harrison. He was George Washington '9 private secretary, was U.S. Counsel at 
Caddish for several years; first Auditor to the O.S. Treasury from 1791 through 
1835. Daughter Sarah Craik married Daniel Jenifer, who was a leading surgeon 
of the Continental line. He died with his rank recorded as "Surgeon to the 
General Hospital". 

One son, George Washington Craik, firat married Maria D. Tucker. After 
the death of her first huBband Bhe m.{2) Manor Charles Ewell . George 
Washington Craik was another of General Washington's private secretaries.

Soon after his firBt marriage. Colonel James Ewell sold the 5000 acres of 

land in Faucruisr County that he had Inherited from hia grendf ather^ Major - James 

B^Ll. Ab a younger Bon, James Ewell did not inherit the family home, Bel 
Air’, but in 1774 he built "Greenville", the plantation home near Manassas, 
where many of hia children and grandchildren were born. According to record, 
since iron nails had to be imported from England, the first roof of his house 

was fastened with wooden pegs. t „ , 

It is probable that this waa one of the reasons that convinced Colonel 

James to start up an iron works. 

Just prior to the Revolutionary War, James Ewell was a member of a 
committee of freeholders in Prince William County and together with his older 
brother, Jesse Ewell, was a member of the County's Committee of Safety when it 
was organized in December, 1774. James Ewell was commissioned Major in Prince 
William County on September 19, 1777. According to Militia Papers the Prince 
William County Court on June 5, 17B7 made the following recommendations: Henry 
Lee (father of General Robert E. Lee), County-Lieutenant? Jesse Ewell, Colonel 
James Ewell, Lt. Col. On November 6, 1787, the court recommended: Jesse Ewell, 
County-Lieutenant; James Ewell, Colonel. According to Commission Book. No.l, p. 
80, James Ewell was issued a commission as Colonel on 24 Dec 1787. 

These services of Major (later Colonel) James Ewell in the Revolutionary 
War entitle lineal descendants to membership in the National Society's of 
Daughters of the American Revolution and Sons of the American Revolution. 

In 1785-1786, James Ewell was High Sheriff of Prince William County. In 
a petition to the Gov. and Council of VA, April 23, 1790, Col. Ewell states 
that the public taxes for 1785 and 1786 could not be paid owing to the unfavor- 
able season for farming. That, though frequent distresses had been made, there 
were no sales for want of bidders; had paid over £518 out of hiB own funds for 
the Revenue, besides certificates, but large balances still remained due from 
individuals. 

Offers his own property to amount of 10,000 lob. of tobacco, which he 
thinkB will cover taxes; prays to have damages unavoidably assessed on said 
taxes by reasons of judgement remitted, and time extended for payment of 
balance due. 

He served as Justice in the Commission of the Peace for Prince William 
County in 1789-1790. 

The civil and military services of Colonel James Ewell, in the 
post-revolutionary period leading up to the War of 1812, entitle lineal 
descendants to membership in the National Society United States Daughters of 
1812. 

Colonel James Ewell and hi9 brother Colonel Jesse Ewell represented the 
third generation of the Ewell family who were active in the Church of England.

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Major Charles Ewell served at least three years in the Revolutionary War 
as Captain 1st VA. Regiment (1777-1780). He was at one time on the staff of 
General Lafayette, either as Adjutant or as Aide. He was badly wounded in one 
of the battles and his life was saved almost miraculously. 

He received 4,000 acres of land for his service, and by Act. Va. 

Assembly, February 1825 he rec'd $2,400 commutation; made supernumerary in 
1781, and February 2, 1782, he was declared entitled to half pay. In 1793, he 
sent a claim to tne U.S. Congress for additional compensation. 

The Select Committee to which his petition was referred made a report 
April 22, 1794, which was laid on the table. The U.S. Pension rolls show that 
Captain Ewell died April 1, 1830. 

Nearly two years after this, and after fifty yearB of military service 
had been rendered, the just claim was granted. The money was paid to his wife 
and her agents. He died while living on his estate in McCracken (now Ballard) 
County in Kentucky.

Dr. James Ewell, Jr. studied medicine under his kinsman Dr. JameB Craik. 
He compiled and published in 1807 a medical work entitled "The Planter's and 
Mariner's Medical Guide", treating according to the most successful practice: 

I. The diseases common to warm climates and on shipboard. II. Common cases in 
surgery, as fractured, dislocations, etc. III. The complaints peculiar to 
women and children"*. 

This work passed through ten editions. This book was dedicated to Thomas 
Jefferson. Dr,, Ewells book, printed in 1848, contained his portrait. The 
seventh edition was published in Washington, and copyrighted by his two 
daughters. 
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Dr. Ewell, meeting with some financial reverses, left Washington in 1830 
m 2 w ^® r ® hB practiced medicine until hie death of 

cholera. He died in his sixtieth year, 2 Nov 1832 at Covington, Lake 
Pontchartram. His widow died 20 Aug 1842 at the home of her daughter, Olivia. 

Dr. Ewell was of medium height, somewhat corpulent, of distinguished 
appearance, had a florid complexion, with large, expressive blue eves, walked 
very erect and had a genial smile for everyone.

Jesse Ewell, M.D. of Dumblane, P. W. Co., VA, graduated M.D. Medical 
Department Columbia University, Washington, D.C. in 1826. He was another of a 
long line of Ewells with medical degrees. 

Ellen MacGregor was the d/o John Smith and Eleanor Magruder, a lineal 
descendant of Alexander McGrouther, the first emigrant from Scotland to 
Maryland. John S. Magruder obtained the passage of an Act of the Maryland 
Legislature to restore to his children their original family name that had been 
forbidden by the British Government when the Clan was outlawed. 

While Jesse's parents lived at Dumfries, he spent much of his childhood 
at "Bel Air" the home of his grand parents. In 1810 he waa sent to a school in 
Washington taught by the Rev. Wm. McCormick, Rector of Christ Church, and later 
attended an academy at Dumfries. He began the study of medicine at the age of 
sixteen. After this he lived and studied medicine under his uncle Dr. James 
Swell. 

After marrying Ellen, he continued to practice medicine in Washington 
until 1829 when he purchased land in the upper part of Prince William County, 
VA. Two houses were built, that occupied by Dr. Jesse Ewell wa3 called 
Dumblane, and there he lived until his death, engaged for nearly sixty years in 
the redeploys duties of a country physician. He stood at his post during the 
Civil War a firm though prudent supporter of the Southern cause. His youngest 
son died on the battlefield. His cousin, General Richard Stoddert Ewell was 
brought wounded to his house, and for a fortnight it was his headquarters. The 
movements of the army left Gen. Ewell unprotected save by a company of Calvary 
and Infantry which formed his bodyguard. He was then carried by a litter from 
Dumblane to a distance of forty miles. 

The escape was none too soon. Twelve hours afterwards. Dr. Ewell's house 
was entered and searched at midnight by an officer of the Union Army, attended 
by armed soldiers. The houses of the neighborhood were searched, and wounded 
confederate soldiers were captured. The house of Dr. Ewell was repeatedly 
searched, and his farm raided during the war, and in June 1863 he wae made 
prisoner, and taken to Washington. He was released on parole after six weeks 
Imprisonment, during which time his family was ignorant of his fate. The war 
ended, leaving Dr. Ewell improver ished, and with broken health. He continued 
the practice of medicine in the neighborhood, and was the valued physician of 
hiB friends until the infirmities of age overcame his vigor.

Qr, Thomas Ewell wrote the first American Chemistry text forthe 
nonscientist, helped to reorganize the Naval Medical Service, and introduced 
several significant innovations in gunpowder manufacturing and became a rival 

of the Du Ponts. , . . _ . 

In 1807 he married Elizabeth stoddert , the d/o Hon. Benjamin and Rebecca 
(Loundes) Stoddert. See more on Stodderts under the Allied Families section of 
this book. It was at this time that he became involved in a number of 
practical enterprises associated with the the family. He became involved with 
the Anacosta Bridge Company as an agent and administrator. It was also through 
the Stoddert connection that he began his interest in the manufacture of 
gunpowder. During late 1811 and early 1812, Dr. Ewell began to advertise for 
helpers and a manager for a gunpowder plant located near Bladensburg, MD, at 
Mr. Stoddert ' 3 mill. He received a contract from the Navy Department, dated 
February 7, 1812. During this time he entered into lengthy correspondence with 
E. I. Du Pont de Nemours. He wished assistance from du Pont, including the 
securing as work force. Du Pont did not help and resisted all efforts to have 
any of his men go to Ewell. 

When Thomas died he left no descendants who would carry on the Ewell name. 

He had changed his residence several times but in 1830 or 1831 he settled on a 
farm he called "Edgehill" , near the Bui lrun Mtn. which forms the boundary 
between Prince William S Fauquier County's.

County. The place quickly became known as "Stony Lonesome" to the family and 
referred to in this manner in family correspondence. His early life in the 
country left its mark on Richard, and he expressed from time to time a deBire 
to farm and resume country living. 

He entered West Point in 1336 at age of nineteen. He graduated from West 
Point Academy in 1840, appointed in VA; was Rvt. 2nd Lt. 1st Drag., U.S-A- 1 
Jul 1840; 2nd Lt, 1 Nov 1840; 1st Lt., 18 Sep 1845. Bvt. Captain, 20 Aug 1847. 
He was a calvary officer who saw service in the Mexican War and against the 
Indians . 

He was honored for gallant and meritorius conduct at Conteraa and 
Cherubusco, Mexico; It was during the Mexican war that he became acquainted 
with Robert E. Lee, then Captain of Engineers, for whom he developed a great 
admiration. Richard became Capt., 4 Aug 1849; was distinguished m the Indian 
War of 1851; resigned from U.S.A, 7 Hay 1861; commissioned Brig, General C.S. 
Army 17 Jun 1861; Major General, 24 Jan 1862; Lieutenant General, 23 May 1863, 
commanding 2nd, Corps A. N. VA. 

General Ewell {known to his troopers as "Old Bald Head") was not the 
forbiddinq countenance of "Old Blue Light" nor the dignified mien of "Harse 
Robert" nor the sparkle and dash of "Jeb" Stuart. His odd appearance and 
birdlike manner, coupled with an unusual since of humor gave him a unique 
standing among his colleagues and subordinates. His memorable characteristics 
were those which one would desire in a best friend modesty, frankness, 
compassion, good humor, and above all, generosity of spirit. These made him 
beloved by all who knew and worked with him. ... .. 

He is best remembered for his efforts as a Confederate General during the 
Civil War. He led a division under "Stonewall" Jackson in the famous 
Shenandoah Valley campaign of 1862, distinguishing himself at Winchester, 
Strassburg, and particularly at Cross Keys. He aided Jackson in the defense of 
Richmond, and fought in the Seven Days' battles. Ewell participated in the 
Battle of Cedar Mountain and in the second battle of Bui, Run (Manassas) . 

At Groveton, on Aug 28, 1862, he was wounded and lost a leg. He returned 
to duty in May 1863, although he had to travel in a buggy.

After 
continuous problems with his back, doctors decided that a spinal fusion was the 
only solution. As a result of this operation, a complex income tax return was 
??*® ssax Y’ Marie took care of this nicely, and thereafter, Marie gave tax 
information to friends and neighbors. Starting from this point, she assisted a 

§f e P a ? er in interviewing, eventually becoming office manager for a sizeable 
tax I lto \ in San Jose. 
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She passed the tests toward obtaining her license as an Enrolled Agent, 
then went into business for herself and was still doing business until her 
death, even though near the end of each year she said she ought to quit. rt 
was mainly her profits which took them on their long trips, but she enjoyed 
working with many of her clients, some of whom she had had for many years. 

Marie's main hobby was ceramias. She was at this for so long, that her 
home and the homes of her children and friends are filled with the beautiful 
pieces she made. Both her oldest son, Gary, and her youngest son, Richard, are 
interested in ceramics, even Jim did some decorating of her pieces. 

Jim was an avid reader at an early age, having acquired the ability of 
speed reading. He became curious about the Ewell name, and found two Ewell 
names that aroused his interest: Benjamin Stoddert Ewell and his brother, 
Richard Stoddert Ewell. 

It was the given name of Stoddert that was of interest because this was 
almost the name that was found on letterheads of a Real Estate firm (Stoddard 
Realty) owned by Jim'B grandfather, James L. Ewell. Jim felt that some 
connection must exist between the two brothers and his grandfather. This 
connection was not finalized until 1984 when a trip to the LDS Family History 
Library in Salt Lake City uncovered the tie-in. While the Stoddert brothers 
were not direct-in-line relatives, they were family members and did give a lead 
to further work. 

Hunter's family moved to the San Francisco 3ay Area in 1935 to join 
Hunter, who had gone there several years earlier, trying to find work during 
the depression. Jim started in collage first at San Mateo Junior College, 
going on from there to the University of California at Berkeley. Jobs were 
hard'to find in 1938, so while looking up job leads, he reenlisted as a student 
at San Mateo Junior College. It was during a chemistry field trip that he 
first met Marieiouise Levy. She was on the trip with her chemistry class, and 
they learned that the following year Marie would be taking the same subjects 
that Jim had taken. Jim had always been very bashful around girls, but he 
found courage enough to ask Marie to a school dance. Jim got his first job 
with E.I. DuPont in their west coast Paint Division. 

Marie went on to Berkeley, and Jim saw her about once a month to take in 
a football game, have dinner and go dancing. 

While working at DuPont, Jim joined up with the National Guard 250th 
Coast Artillery. It was while with this unit that he met a first cousin, Paine 
Ewell, Jr., who he hadn't known existed or lived in the area. 

Jim's unit was called up; half went to Sitka, Alaska and half went to 
Corregidor in the Phillipines. He didn't go, due to his marriage to Marie, for 
which he was very thankful. Of some 400 men, less than a hundred returned from 
Japanese internment. 

Jim's jobs were mostly in the field of organic chemistry in which he had 
majored in college. During W.W. II, he held several electronic engineering 
jobs in firms building radar equipment. 

As a chemist he worked in all levels of management for E.I, DuPont, 
General Paint Co. of San Francisco, Pabco Paint in Emeryville, Ca., Glidden 
Paint Comoany in San Francisco. 

In his last job before retirement, he worked 20 years for the Lockheed 
Missile & Space Co., in Sunnyvale, Ca. r as a Senior Manufacturing Research 
Engineer, helping Lockheed whereever specialized coatings were needed. 

It was during his second stint at Junior CoLlege that Jim took a course 
in Mineralogy. This was so interesting that he took additional courses in the 
subject. He eventually taught mineralogy, geology and mining for some fifteen 
years to adult students in both the San Jose and Palo Alto Schools. Jim was 
president of several Gem & Mineral societies and held offices in others. As an 
outcome of this hobby, Jim decided to try and sell minerals as a means of 
supplementing hia retirement income. Ewell's Jewels was started, but proved to 
be too much of a strain on his back? he then took courses and became a Graduate 
Gemologist. He handled jewelry appraisals from his home until after Marie's 
death. 

Since his retirement in 19B0, he has spent most of his time in 
genealogy. He became vice president in the Santa Clara County Historical and 
Genealogical Society. In 1986 he and his wife took their travel trailer and 
made a trip back to the midwest, hoping to find some of the roots of both his 
maternal and paternal grandparents.

While the children were small, all vacations were camping one's. For 
their 25th anniversary, Marie decided that they would take a non-camping tri] 
that year and every ocher year after that. They did not quite succeed in 
meeting that goal, but managed to travel to Hawaii, Japan, Brazil, Europe, a 
Cruise in the Mediterranean, and in the Caribbean. A trip to Mexico was taken 
with his youngest son and daughter-in-law in 1983. A three month trip in their 
trailer around the U.S. was taken the year after retirement with four other 
couples. They traveled around the periphery of the U.S. and through several 
provinces in Canada including Nova Scotia. A final trip was taken in the 
summer of 1989 to visit Tennessee and Virginia to try and uncover missing 

genealogy data. , , 

For purposes of genetic research along with the possibility of giving 
help to some who might need it - both Jim and his brother Charles have been 
confirmed as having NARCOLEPSY. This disease, sometimes called sleeping 
sickness, is not the kind from Africa that is transmitted by the Tsetse fly. 

It is said by some to be genetically transmitted. We have not heard of 
any other family member coming down with this problem. Jim has tried to 
analyze the cauae and effects of narcolepsy. It occurs when an effort to 
concentrate mentally is made, or during periods of stress. It is, therefore, 
moBt intensive during those periods when concentration is needed to be applied 


to a problem.

When the Union forces 
marched through Belfast, they threatened to burn the Williams home unless 
someone produced the family silver. The story is that Amanda was rocking her 
baby, Charley Oscar, and refused. The curtains were set on fire and a maid was 
so frightened, she produced part of the silver. Whether or not the story is 
true, there are burn scars still on the sides of a window in the front room. 

Amanda and Phillip returned to Dyer after the war (she was pregnant at 
the time) by horse-pulled wagon and buggy. In one of her letters she tells 
that the roads were almost impassible because of mud, the horses were up to 
their knees most of the time, and that the men and boys walked most of the 
way. After they had settled down, Phillip, known as P.K., farmed and ran a 
griBt mill. 

In 1889, along with his son, C.O. and other citizens of Dyer, P.K. began 
a plant for the "manufacture of boxes for vegetables and fruit- ’’ Today "Dyer 
Fruit Box Manufacturing Company" is still berng operated by the fourth 
generation of the Ewell family.

There is a rather long story that was told by Mary Bland Ewell to one of 
her granddaughters on how Mary met William F. Ewe LI and how their life went, 
before, during and after the March of the Mormon Battalion. It is an 
interesting tale and deserves repeating in some detail. 

The Blands apparently had both money and a certain amount of social 
prestige which John Bland, Mary's father, enjoyed. Mary fell from her horae 
while out riding to escape the attention of a suitor whom her father favored. 
Both her back and ankle were injured and while laying there unabLe to rise, a 
young man came along, bound her ankle and took her home. This young man 
introduced himself as William Fletcher Ewell, a medical 3tudent on vacation. 
During this vacation he wa3 doing missionary work for the Mormon Church. 

John Bland welcomed William to hiB home and invited him to stay as long 
as he liked. They listened to his stories about the new religion with interest 
until John Bland went to town and learned of the Townapeoples ' hatred of the 
Mormons. Not wishing to lose the esteem of the town, he returned home and 
ordered William to leave and never return. 

Since Mary and William had fallen in love in chis period of time, Mary 
pleaded before her father to aLlow William to stay. Her father locked her in 
her room. She received messages from William through her slave woman and after 
a week decided to run away with William. 

They rode all night and got married the next day at a small town in 
Missouri. She was not quite 18 and William was just 22 years of age. After 
the birth of their third child, a daughter named Sarah Elizabeth after Mary'a 
mother, they returned to Mary's home with her father's permission to see her 
ailing mother. 

After visiting a short while with the mother, John Bland said they could 
stay providing William would give up his religion. This William refused, so 
they were kicked out again and Mary was disinherited. William Fletcher Ewell 
finished medical school, and Mary sold all her jewelry to keep the family from 
starving. 

Another girl, Barbara Ann, was born while they were living in Winter 
Quarters. Then came the call for volunteers to go to Mexico. Dr. Ewell was 
among those who marched away; the longest military march in history, some 2,000 
miles . 

No shot was fired by the battalion in the conquest, but they had fights 
with wild bulls which gathered at first in curiosity, 3 nd then charged and 
gored some of the horses and pack mules. 

Upon charging the troops, the men were ordered to load their guns end 
protect themselves. William fired and killed a bull which wa 3 almost upon 
him. The battalion ended their march in the San Diego Mission on the West 
Coast. They were in poor condition due to lack of water, poor food and other 
necessities. William became ill and wished to oet home to his family. His 
company was detailed to protect Los Angeles from attacks by the local' Indians. 
At the end of their year of enlistment, mo3t men left to return home. 

At this time they received word that the first group of Mormons had 
reached the Salt Lake area. Dr. EweLl thought that his family was now in Utah; 
only aitetr reaching Sait Lake, did he learn that they were still back in Winter 
3 ua f? ers i Though still ill, he left at once for Winter Quarters with his 
brother John. On arriving at their towa home he saw his year old son for the 

? lme ' Durin 9 the b «d times of the winter of 1848, Dr. William Fletcher 
Fwell had a severe relapse and died, probably in Council Bluffs, IA. His wife 
and children then went on to Salt Lake City. Cr. Ewell was buried in the 
Winter Quarters Cemetery. 

After the death of William Fletcher Ewell, his widow, Mary Lee 3land 
£ we -l m <*rned Peter Jones, who was a convert to the Mormon faith from England. 
He had been married in England but his wife refused to come to America and 
Peter divorced her. After some time he married William Ewell's widow. They 
had two children.

He enlisted (an the roster as Martin F. Ewell) at Kanesville, now Council 
Bluffs, Iowa, in Company E of the Mormon battalion which reported to Kearney at 
Leavenworth, and then marched on foot by way of Sante Fe to Los Angeles, 
California, taking an active part in the Mexican War. John received the rank 
of Corporal in the battalion. His wife and children remained at Thurman, 

Iowa. At the end of the war he made the long walk back home from Los Angeles 
to Plum Hollow, Iowa. He remained at that location until his death. He was 
the Justice of Peace in Thurman and burned the first lime kiln with his step 
brother, william F. Smith, s/o Elizabeth Clapper and Jacob Smith. He is buried 
at the Ewell cemetery near Thurman together with his wife.

(Cont‘ Pleasant Ewell from pg 122) Pleasant left Virginia with hia first wife 
and family in 1330 and moved first to Bedford Co., TN where they remained for 
three years. In 1833 they moved to Ray Co., MO. Pleasant was a justice of the 
peace in Ray Co., MO. He boarded exiting Mormon Pioneers going west while he 
was in MO. The morning after the pioneer exit from Nauvoo, IL, the LDS church 
journal shows him eating breakfast with several other's including Brigham 
Young, He was an ordained High Priest, his family the first Ewell's to join 
the Mormon Church, but his responsibilities that day are unrecorded. 

At this time Pleasant moved with his family to Nauvoo, IL. His first 
wife died there 28 Jun 1939. While in Nauvoo, he married Elizabeth, the d/o 
Mathias Clapper and Mary King. A year later he left on a misson for his church 
to his homeland, Virginia. On the way west to Utah, Pleasant married Mary who 
was half his age. They had Martha when Pleasant was 61 years old. Mary had 
two other children, probably from a previous marriage. 

Pleasant was among the first of hia people to join the Mormon Church. 
About 1850, he crossed the plains with ox teams and settled in Utah where he 
died about 2 yrs. after hia arrival with the Mormon pioneers in 1852-

Richard's father had been born in the same county, and shortly after the 
birth of Richard, he went west to seek his fortune and was never heard of 
again. 

Richard only attended school for a period of six months and fifteen days 
all told, but he was of a studious turn of mind. With a thirst for knowledge, 
he pursued his studies, reading by traditional torchlight, and picked up a fair 
English education. 

Reared on a farm, he followed that occupation, which he understood better 
than any ocher, until the call came for soldiers. Ha enlisted October, 1861, 
in the Union army as a private in Company H, Twenty-fourth Reaiment, Kentucky 
Infantry. He served throughout the war until January 31, 1865, when he was 
mustered out of the service in Covington, KY, having never lost a day from 
duty. In the later part of the war he was a Lieutenant, but for the most Dart 
he served in the ranks. 



Returning to his home in Laurel County, he resumed farming for one year, 
and in 1366 was elected clerk, of the Circuit Court. In 1867 he was elected 
County Clerk, and performed both duties until 1874, In the meantime he had 
read law and in Sap 1374 waa admitted to the bar. He thus began his career as 
an attorney-at-law at the age of forty-one. His business expanded to cover 
both the United States Courts and the Kentucky Court of Appeals. He was quite 
interested in the genealogy in the family and wrote numerous letters searching 
for answers.

He accompanied his mother and family in 1B49, 
walking the entire distance across the plains to the valley. 

After living for several years in Weber County, he located in Provo, Utah 
Co., about 1055. Here he passed through the hard times of 1355/55, during 
which period he lived on fish alone for six weeks. At the time of the Johnston 
Army trouble in 1857/58, he was sent to do guard duty in Echo Canyon. 

Shortly after marrying Fanny Weech in 1858 he moved to "the old fort" in 
Goshen, and later (I860) settled in Payson, where he engaged in manufacturing 
nails and hoop iron, from chains and wagon tires which had been brought in by 
the army. Subsequently he located at a mill which he owned on Summit Creek 
near Santaquin. 

He served as a soldier In the Blackhawk war, and about 1877 he went into 
the business of making shingles. He had just completed and repaired his mill 
on Summit Creek when it was destroyed by fire. He built another mill further 
up the stream and in 1882 he moved to Price river, Emery Co., where he engaged 
in farming. From 1882-1889 the upper floor of his home was called "Ewell Hall" 
and was used for all church, school and political meretlngs; there the plans 
for the new town of Spring Glen were made. The town wa3 called Ewell from 
1910-1925 to honor him because he was the first presiding Elder of the town.

A two acre lake to 
store water was constructed and to makB it leak proof, he ran a group of horses 
back and forth over the bottom to compact the soil. The land was so virgin 
that ’’buffalo chips" were used for fuel. 

He supplemented his income by lending out money and collecting the 
interest. Like his father, he practiced law and served as Justice of the peace 
and later after moving to Kansas City, Kansas he became a judge, serving in 
that position for many years. He also established a bank and was its owner. 

At the age of 16, during the C.W. he enlisted in an Army wagon train to 
carry supplies to the West Coast. Being young, like most of his companions, he 
participated in leveling some of the Indian graves that were buried 6 feet 
above the ground on stakes. They fought the few Indians by wrestling with them 
- he fell into a river where he subdued two Indians by holding them under water 
until they gave up.

in his father's plant. He usually played on the porch, but being an 
adventurous child, one day he wandered off. A mill race ran in front of the 
house. 

Hi3 mother and neighbors were frantically searching for him, and thinking 
he had drowned, had turned off the mill race water and were looking everywhere 
they thought the body might have lodged. The boy walked up to his mother from 
the rear and pulling on her dress asked what she was looking for; she almost 
fainted. 

Having a sensitive stomach, Will had a hard time trying different new 
foods. He cried eating bear meat, but sai.d the more he chewed each bite, the 
bigger it got. 

In 1382, the Ewells moved to Helper in Spring Glen where they bought a 
farm on the Price River. They were some of the first settlers in that part of 
the country. They raised melons, sugar cane and horse radish, all of which 
they processed and sold. 
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At the age of twelve years Mill saw his future wife for the first time, 
when her family, the Asa Elijah Bigelow's, were moving from Gunlock, Washington 
Co., Utah, to Provo. They had been camping on the river at the Ewell place and 
Will went down to get acquainted. 

While taking to the boys he saw this beautiful little five year old, 
golden-haired, blue-eyed girl. He never saw her again untiL he went to the 
academy at Provo. He lived in the Bigelow home. 

Will, as he was always known, owned the first coal mine in Spring 
Canyon. He found it while rounding up cattle. Not having either the money or 
transportation to move it, he sold the mine to a large company; this mine was 
later known as the Store 'b Mine. 

At the age of seventeen. Will developed diptheria. This sickness was so 
bad, it destroyed all of his tonsils and pallet. Thinking he wouldn’t live 
long, his father asked him if there was anything he would like to eat. His 
request was for hamhock and beans. When Will ate them, it seemed to pur a 
coating on his stomach and throat. This put him to sleep and he got Setter. 

An interesting case had happened with the Bigelow boys. While they had 
been camping on the Ewell property they had been sleeping on the ground, when 
Will’s father came to check on them one morning, he saw lion tracks and could 
see where a lion had lain at the heads of the boys, waiting for one of them ca 
move. A train had come through nearby, during the morning, and when it had 
whistled, the sound scared away the cat. 

At the age of nineteen, William went to Provo to attend the Brigham Youth 
Academy and lived at the home of Asa E. Bigelow. Being a friend of the Bigelow 
boys, this wa3 a natural place to stay. Lillian and her chums had quite a 
crush on Will, so, when he teased her about going out with him, she took it 
serious . Her brother told him he had better not disappoint her, and after the 
first date, they courted and fell in love. 

The first home they occupied was behind the Ewell store in Spring Glen. 
They then moved to Tinic, Utah, where Will went into the mining business. From 
there they moved into Provo. 

At the time the first child was born with the help of a mid-wife, Mrs. 
Davis, they were still living at the Ewe l 1 store. The next two babies were 
born at Grandma Bigelow's home in Provo. When Vivian was two or 2 1/2, every 
day about eleven o'clock she would ask for bread and milk. She would take it 
and go to the cottonwoods. Her mother was curious one day so she followed her 
and found her feeding a big blow snake. That friendship was abruptly ended. 

William died 26 October 1950 of four different heart conditions and 
Lillian followed him a year later, 12 December 1952, dying of asthma and heart 
trouble after nine weeks of being under oxygen.

William Marion Ewell was born at the home of his grandfather, Francis 
Marion Ewell, between Helper and Spring Glen, at a place called Ewell, because 
the Ewells were the first to settle there. At about the age of 14 in order to 
help care far the family, he and his brother Lawrence went with their Uncle 
Heber to cut ties for the new railroad. The snow was waist high, and they 
would cut the ties in the mountains and slide them down to the valley over the 
hard snow cru3t. 

The following year they worked on a farm, then went to the Sunny Side 
mine, cutting props. When he was about 14, while working for a farmer, he was 
struck in the shoulder in an accident with a cultivator. The accident left him 
with a permanently stiff shoulder. 

William Marion met his wife-to-be, Clari Burgi, while going to the Provo 
Tabernacle Choir to hear his sister Kate sing. They were married and later 
when their second child came, William was working at the Provo Woolen Mills for 
51.85 for a ten-hour work day. The next year he moved to Silver City and 
worked in the mills. After several years there, they moved to Mammoth were 
they stayed for the next 15 years. 
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While working at the Dragon Mine, his job was to keep the ore shoots 
clean of clogged boulders. This often included blasting them loose with 
dynamite . On one occasion, three large boulders were jammed and Will tied a 
number of sticks of dynamite to the end of a stick and climbed m among the 
boulders, placing the dynamite where it would do the most good. He lit the 
dynamite and while climbing down, the boulders moved, pinning him down. 

His fellow workers, hearing the noise of the boulders shifting, came to his 
aid, but he told them to leave - better one man to die than all of them. 

Fortunately the dynamite did not go off. His only injury was some 
scratches. On another occasion at a different mine, some workers set off a 
blast without warning him. This caused him to be partially blind in one eye. 
In a crash between two loaded ore cars at still another mine, he was caught 
between two cars and had his shoulder broken, and was laid up for three 
months. Part of the time during the depression he was living alone to be able 
to work in a mine. This was the period of time when his wife came down with 
pneumonia and died. ..... 

Shortly after the death of Clari, he had a dream in which his wife told 
him to go and find a girl who would come and live with him to take care of the 
children, when he described the girl to his mother-in-law, she said she knew 
just such a girl. That girl did agree to come home with him. 

About a year later, when his eldest daughter agreed to care for two of 
the younger girls, Erma Squire, the girl who had come to help him, married 
William to keep the family together and because they hsd fallen in love with 
each other.

Millicent’s mother left her father prior to Millicent being born and on 
finding out that the father was in trouble with the law. Millicent lived in 
Old Town Goshen with her mother and brothers in a dugout, until a new log house 
could be built for them on hiejher ground. 

Millicent married as Millicent Ferris, assuming her stepfathers name, 
when 3he was nineteen years old. In 1889 after their fifth child wa3 born, 
Alexander became fired with a desire for an education, so they moved to Provo 
where Alexander studied with Karl G. Maeser. Alexander built a nice home and 
Millicent took in borders to support her family and pay for his schooling- 

Alexander married Amelia Larsen 24 May 1901 in polygamy. Alexander and 
Amelia had five children. Polygamy had been outlawed in the United States and 
since Alexander wanted to live under this principle, it was necessary for them 
to move to Mexico. Alexander and Amalia moved to Mexico first. Later 
Millicent with eight children (William, already married, remained in Utah) left 
Castle Dale on April 1, 1901. 
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The two families went first, in 1904, to the town of Morelos in the 
state of Sonora, then in 1907, they moved to the state of Chihuahua in the town 
of Dublan where they bought a home and land. In 1912, because of the 
revolution which took place in Mexico, all the American people were obliged to 
leave the country, loosing all their lands and most of their possesions. 

The family moved back to Castle Dale, Utah in 1912 and on Nov 9, 1914, 
Millicent was one of the attendees to the three-day Genealogical Conference 
held in Salt Lake City. This seems to be the first attempt by the L.D.S. 

Church to set in motion the genealogical record keeping and research program.

As Marie related the story - "My mother was a genealogist's nightmare. 
Her father, an Italian sea Captain, kidnapped her from her mother, a French 
dancer in France and brought her to the San Juan Bautista Mission neax 
Hollister, CA. She was then approximately four years old and acquired the name 
Mildred Miller (from 7) with an approximate birthdate of 17 May 1892. She 
lived with the Nuns until the age of 14 when she was adopted by Horace and 
Theresa Perazzi who were from 5an Francisco. Theresa had adopted her because 
Mildred had reminded her of her own younger sister who had died aB a result of 
arsenic poisoning. The sister had been using arsenic in small doses to whiten 
her skin. 
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At the age of seventeen, Mildred eloped with my father and they got 
married in Santa Rosa, Sonoma, CA. Their first home wsb in San Francisco, CA, 
on Leavenworth Street. She had three boys before the age of 21. The first 
born died at about the age of one year of convulsions. 

When the second son went into convulsions, she was so upset that within 
ten days she had a white streak in the middle of her black hair. The second 
son is still living in 1990. • 

They purchased a house in Burlingame, San Mateo, CA. about 1917. They 
had housekeeper who took care of the children as well, and Mildred worked with 
Robert in his store in San Francisco. Before her death, Mildred made several 
trips around the world. In June 1959, Mildred was reported missing in the 
disastrous fire that Bwept the Stalheim Hotsl in VoaBestrand, Norway. The 
family only learned that she was safe several days after the fire. She had 
just left the hotel the morning of the fire. 

Robert had only six years of formal schooling; at the age of 12 he 
assumed the job of helping his father support the family. He was in 
partnership with Verdi & Co. prior to his marriage. At the age of 21 he was 
the youngest person to sign a lease renting a store at Grant and Sutter Streets 
in San Francisco. Here he designed monograma-to-order for the well-to-do, and 
hired local Japanese women to hand embroider the monograms on linens. 

This business folded during the depression and he went to work for the 
City of Paris Department store. 

He was offered the opportunity to go to China for the Paul I. Fagin Co. 
to start a factory to design linens appealing to the Western World. The 
Chino-Japanese war of 1936 put an end to this venture. He went back to work 
for himself, both repairing art work and doing his own paintings. 

In 1950 he underwent an operation for colon cancer and his family was 
told he had only six months to live. He died ten years later from a stroke.

PYLE 

The Pyles are said to be originally of Greek origin. As the story is told, after the end of the battle of Thermopylae, 
a number of the Greek soldiers took the name of Pylae for their surname. Descendants of some of these men joined later 
with the Roman forces and were pan of the Roman Army that went to Britain. Some of these men stayed behind when the 
Roman Army returned to Rome. All presently known Pyle descendants m America arc from England. 

Due Ui spelling differences, the name variations are Pil, Pile, Pyle, Pyles; the most common being Pyle, The 
compiler's mother was a Pyle. Most Pyles can trace their family back to the I500's in England. 

For those interested in the full Pyle family history it is recommended that the reader look at the book: "The Pyle- 
Pile Family in America" by Howard Pyle and Jane Weaver Pyle. 

Unfortunately, the descendants of Nicholas Pyle were so mixed-up and hard to trace that the compilers family was 
left nut of the book.

According to the biographical appendix to the 1889 History of Cedar Co., "John 
N. Pyle has been one of the leading farmers and stock raisers of Cedar County, 
MO for a number of years, his farm being situated about six miles southwest of 
the county seat. He is now a well-to-do farmer; a man of sound judgement, and 
is highly esteemed by all who know him." 

He was highly prejudiced against dancing and card playing, considering 
them to be sinful. The family moved to Anaconda in 1892 to be near their 
oldest son Claude who had left in 1891 to try his luck in the mining area near 
Anaconda, Montana. The family returned to their farm in 1895. In 1916 the 
family again moved to Montana.

The Barnet Family Story 
A3 reLated by Mattie 'Goldie' Barnett 

"My grandparents, (Louvisa Ewell/David Barnett) moved around from county 
to county and I asked my dad why, as it must have been very hard on everyone aB 
well as on their furniture. Horse & wagon was the only way they r had to move 
and I'm sure that granbma had a baby and one on the way, since she had so many 
children. They went to where there was work. 

She was the head of the family and a very strong willed person. My 
grandpa was a paaaive, soft-spoken, even tempered man." He made brooms, sold 
peoduce from their garden, made and repaired shoes. 

Grandma raised turkeys, chickens, hogs; she had cows to milk and apples 
and other fruit trees. She dried apples, beans and canned fruits and 
vegetables. She made soap, guilts, and at oine time sold china and took in 
washing and ironing for other people to raise extra money. 

She went to work in Irvine, Estill Co., Kentucky, "at a sewing factory 
just long enough to buy a Singer peddle type sewing machine. She made quiitB, 
sewed the pieces together on the 3ewing machine and hand quilted them, 
sometimes 3 or 4 a winter. 
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She had 13 of her family Ln bed with the flu, during the flu epidemic In 
1918. Three died and were buried in one large grave In Lexington, KY. She was 
the only one that didn't get the flu. The Doctor wouldn't come to the house, 
she had to meet him at the gate for what little medicine he could give them. 

She lived to be 83 years old. 

My dad and Aunt Flora, hia youngest sister are all that are left of a 
big family. He is 84 and she is 75. His oldest sister, Emily was most like 
grandma as she was the boss in her family and controlled the purBe strings. 
Uncle Tandy was a farmer and they went from place to place tenant farming, like 
her mother and father. They lived in all the surrounding counties. They 
finally settled in Powell county as did grandma and grandpa as well as my 
mother and father. 

Uncle Sterling stayed in Fayette County as he worked asround the tract 
horses. Thi9 he did most of his life. He walked with a limp from being kicked 
by the horses he worked with and loved. 

Aunt Stella, hia twin sister lived in Cynthiana, KY and was a very sweet 
person. I’m told by my mom that as a young gLrl, they loved to dance and 
people in those days had dances at their homes every Saturday night. 

Aunt Susie was very prim and proper with a very soft voice and heart. 

She took in Uncle Harold, an alcoholic, after grandma died and took care of him 
until he died of cancer. Her husdband had cancer and had to have both lege 
removed above the knees and was learning how to walk with prosthesis when he 
cut his finger slicing ham' gat a blood clot and died. She had a hard life but 
looked very fragile. She was a devoted wife, mother and Christian. 

Flora, who had a twin sistedr, Dora who died about the age of 3, married 
Susie's husbands brother, Floyd Stokley, they had two girls. Flora worked in a 
factory in Newport, KY and her husband was one of a maintenace crew that worked 
on the Ohio bridges. They had a very comfortable life, at least by my 
standards. 

Uncle Harold, or 'Perooney’ as he was called was the black sheep of the 
family. He married Augusta, had about 5 boys, deserted them, and lived off 
grandma until they died, then moved to Southgate, KY and lived off asunt Susie 
until he died. He worked at painting houses, but only to buy a bottle. If you 
hired him to paint, you oould'nt pay him until the job was finished. If you 
did, he would stay drunk as long as the money lasted and painting might not get 
finished for months. There was a stamding joke around Clay City, that Perooney 
got arrested every spring, so the jail could get a paint job. 

He lived off and on with several ladies in Powell County and had at 
least one illeginate child, though he never remarried. 

My father (Simpson Barnett] farmed, did construction work, even 3et up 
scenes for a movie, called "Rain Tree County", which was fimed at Danille, KY. 
He also worked for an electric company in Dayton, Ohio when I was very small, 
during the depression. He still has a job with the water company, in Powell 
County, even though he is 84 yrs. old. He drives and gets around great. He 
doesn't wear glasses, except to read, has good hearing. 

He fell about 3 months ago and cracked a bone in his shoulder and had to 
wear a slimg for about 6 weeks. He didn’t like this, as he had to srop 
driving. He walked to the Water Co. and back home, about 1 1/2 miles or more 
each way, strong willed. 

Since I've been tracing our roots, he and mom have met a lot of cousins 
they didn't know they had and I think they really enjoyed learning all the 
things I’ve found about the family." 

Mattie's remarks about her family - "I grew up in Powell Co., KY with 6 
sisters and 3 brothers and within walking didtance of my grandparents on my 
father's side. Mom’s parents died when she was very young. 

Dad worked for the W.P.A. during the depression when I was born- We 
lived in a lag cabin, dad built on a lot he purchased for a hen, rooster and 
chicks from Mom's aunt and uncle, we went to a one roam school house up on 
Hardwich Creek. School during the week and church house on Sundays. When I 
was 5 yrs. old, we moved to Clay City and since 1 wasn't six yet, I was not 
allowed to go to school. 

When I was six, we moved to Skinners Branch, KY and this is where my 
parentsare still living. We were very poor, but so was everyone around us; we 
didn't realize this we were poor. When visiting my grandmother as a child, I 
can remember her saying she had come from a family of means. I didn't know 
what she w as taking about until I started tracing my roots and found her 
ancestors had owned thousands of acres in what was then Fayette Co., VA. 
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At 19 I went to work in Winchester at a sewing factory, and this is 
where I met my husband. The factory was owned by his father and he (my 
husband) had }ust got out of the Air Force and went to work there until he 
could find something nore suitable. We met in Feb. and were married in 
September.

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APPENDIX 

OVERVIEW OF THE EWELL FAMILY 

Initially Che compiler thought that he would be able to find many more Ewells 
than now appear in this book. They are out there but have not responded to our 
questionnaire that waa sent out. Our guess is that we have 90% of the Ewells 
that were born before 1600, 50% of those that were in the 1800-1850 era, 25% of 
those from 1850 to 1880, and 10% of those in what we can can the present day 
era. 

A lot of the missing data is due to three factors: 

1. Lack of interest about one's ancestors. 

2. A feeling that nothing was really going to be published. 

3. Too many other things to do, so lack of time to send in data. 

If any of the readers feel that they or some other Ewell, or member of an 
Allied Family can add to, or correct the data that is published, please write

We would like to have all the Ewell and Allied family data that 
can be acquired. 


Hints for Future Research 

Dr. James Ewell, in his book, "Medical Companion", says the Ewell name was of 
Welsh descent. 

Note : One of the compiler's aunts also made the comment that Ewell was a 
contraction of the Welsh "LLewellyn”. She made have read Dr. Ewell’s book. 
Nothing I have found to date lends any support to that conclusion. 

Several in the family, including my oldest son, thought that, obviously, the 
Ewells came from the tcwn(a) of Ewell in England. While some Ewells are listed 
in the LDS microfilms as coming from the town of Ewell, the local historical 
society had no knowlege of any people in the town by the name of EWELL. The 
Reverend Robert Ewell from whom Charles Ewell of Virginia descended waa from 
the County of Kent in England. So was Henry Ewell, the first Ewell that we 
have record of landing in America. 

As was mentioned before, the town of Ewell (now also West Ewell) haB been 
lived in for some 7000 years. This was due to the existence of a large spring. 
The Saxon word for spring was et-welle. The local historical society uses this 
as the beginning of the town having the name, Ewell . 

Some people have felt that the Ewells originated in Normandy. ThiB may be, 
but they did not come over with William the Conqueror, for the ^Doomsday" book, 
published only several years after William took over England in 1066, already 
has Ewells owning large areas of land. Since some of the Ewell property was 
given to Odo, the Conqueror's brother, this would not have been the case if 
those Ewells had arrived with William. 

If we only had a time machine to go back and visit our ancestors, wouldn’t it 
be great.

COAT-OF-ARMS Given on the tombstone of John Yuille in Bruton Parish 
Churchyard, Williamsburg, VA, immediately following this description 

John Yuille 

Here lies in the. corps of John Yuille Merchant 
Son to Thomas Yuiile of Darleith in the County of 
Dumbarton, Scotland who died at Williamsburg, Virginia 
upon the 2nd day of October 1746 
in the 27th year of his age 

Arms - argent on a fesse, between three crescents sable, a garb or banded gules 
Crest - an ear of wheat proper, leaved vertical 
Motto - Numine et Virtude (By power and Valor) 

The armorial bearings quite clearly indicate a connection between the 
Yule, Yuille and Yowell families of England and Scotland. The ancient arms of 
Yule are given as 

Arma - Gules a garb or between three crescents argent. 

Frances M. Smith in the "Cincinnati Engineer" of Jan 14, 1912, says: The 
Yuille family of Bedford, Sgnarl, London and the branch of the family at 
Darleith, Scotland bore at coat of arms which seem to be the same. A crescent 
is sometimes used for the second son. 

The Highland games program (1712) has Yuill, Yuille, and Yule all listed 
under the Buchanan Clan, 

The Yuille family, from which descended John Yuille, early Williamsburg 
Merchant, evidently settled in neighborhood of Dunbartonshire and Mid-Lothian, 
Scotland, many generations ago. John Yuille appears to have emigrated to 
Virginia about the time of tne Scottish revolution of 174S. His death occurred 
in the following year. Another settler Ln Augusta Co., Virginia is possibly of 
this line. He 1b mentioned in county records from 1779 to 1798 as Wrlliam Yool 
(Yuel - Yeoal - Youel - Yoall - Yowl) and his address Rockbridge. No record is 
found of male descendants. 

Jane Yuille, who may have been born of this family, maxried Winston 
Henry, brother of Patrick Henry. Descendents of the Yuille family in Scotland 
include George Buchanan Yuille, Earl of Bachaleuth and Dalkeith, grandson of 
George (brother of John Yuille, Williamsburg merchant. 

Joseph E. Ewell's "Genealogy of Henry Ewell", tracing the descendants of 
Henry, states "In the earlier period the name was written 'Yuille' in the 
south, but it soon drifted exclusively into the present form, Ewell". 

In the Ewell sketch contained in Hayden's "Virginia Genealogies", an 
extended paragraph is devoted to random notes on Yuille, Youell, and similar 
spellings. Hayden concludes with the information that thi9 record has been 
extended for the elucidation of the Ball and Conway connections with Ewell; "It 
was not my intention to take up the branches of the name". 

The compiler on talking with Scottish genealogists found that if a person 
from England with the name spelled as Ewell, went to Scotland the Scotch would 
soon spell it as "Yuille". My present guess is that some of the English Ewells 
went to Scotland to try and make a place for themselves. They fought against 
the Emglish and when defeated, were part of the group taken by the English and 
transported to America. They would then soon take back the English spelling of 
their name . 

When CharleB Ewell of Prince William County, moved to what is now part of 
Kentucky with hia wife, Maria Dorcas Tucker, some of his descendants say the 
spelling of the name was changed to Yowell. There have been early emigrants 
who are Yowells in both Virginia and Maryland. There have been several books 
published on Yowell Genealogy. This name goes back a number of generations 
into England. It k is easy to see, however, that different ways of spelling the 
name did occur, perhaps unintentionally because of inability to read or write. 

The fact that nothing has been found showing a vessel and its landing 
list to verify who and when the Virginia Ewells landed is perhaps the greatest 
source of discontent. Henry Ewell's landing is well documented, but the 
Virginia Ewells were not poor people, neither James, Charles, Solomon or 
Maxcey . Yet not one shred of evidence has appeared to shed anv light on this 
subject.

HENRY EWELL DESCENDANTS 

The descendants of Henry Ewell remained for several generations in the 
Boston area then moved into the Connecticut and New Hampshire areas. From 
there they went into Upper New York in the Genesee County Area. Many of 
these people are still there today. 

Some left however, and went first into Michigan adjacent to the New York 
region. Others went down into Ohio. 

JAMES EWELL DESCENDANTS 

The descendants of James are among the least known. THey appear to have 
migrated into Norfolk and Princess Ann Counties from Accomack County. 

Even this is undocumented. A number of James's descendants were ministers 
and we find a number of them working around the Baltimore area. At this 
point the trail stops. 

CHARLES EWELL DESCENDANTS 

This is the compiler's family, and while much is known of pioneer times, 
we are not sure of current locations. The family started In Lancaster 
Co., VA, then moved to Prince William County, VA. Some moved into the 
southern and western part of VA, others went to Tennessee. My direct 
ancestors went to Tennessee, and my grandfather was the first to leave 
Tennessee in three generations. He moved to New York City, and my father 
was the first of those Ewells to be born in the New York City area. A 
number of the Charles Ewell family are still residing in Virginia, others 
are now scattered in Kentucky, Florida, California, and elsewhere. 

MAXCEY EWELL DESCENDANTS 

Since our earliest records of Maxcey start in Albemarle Co. , VA, you would 
expect to find Maxcey descendants still in VA, but such appears not to be 
the case. Upon Maxcey 's death his childred soon scattered, a number going 
to Tennessee; some staying there while others (especially those that 
became Mormons) moved into Missouri, then Iowa and then into Utah. The 
greatest number of this group are still in Utah, but some have moved 
further west into the Pacific Coast states. A number of families stayed 
in the states of Iowa, Kansas, Louisiana and Oklahoma. 

CAROL IMA EWELLS 

Many of these Ewells are widely scattered, some remaining in both North 
and South Carolina, others going to Virginia, Texas and California. 

CHISM EWELLS 

The first Ewell to become part of the Chism/Estes Family was from NC. 

These Ewells appear to have remained in large part in Illinois and 
adjoining states. 
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In the selection on wills which follows, for example in this will, there 
are areas where spaces are seen between words. This was because of the 
inanility of the compiler and some of hia helpers to read the handwriting of 
poprtions of the uilU. We had hoped to do some of this prior to publishing 
but such did not come at date of publishing. 

You will also note a LOT of misspellings. These wills are all handwritten 
and the words are shown as they spelled them.
